LAW WIPED OUT 
BY SUPREME COURT 
Tribunal Decides Blunder Was 


Made in Way Plan Was 
Submitted to Voters.

Another blunder on some one's part—a 
blunder similar to that which has tied upthe 
bridge bonds—has resulted in the wiping out 
of the Cook County Forest Preserve by order 
of the Supreme court. 

Tt is practically the same story as in the 
case of the bridge bond election. The tech- 
nicalities of the law were either forgotten or 
disregarded and instead of the whole of Cook 
County being given an opportunity to vote 
upon the proposal to create the district, only 
the voters of Chicago and Cicero were given 
a chance to express their opinion upon this 
matter. 

Upon this ground alone the Supreme court 
has found it necessary to reverse fhe decision 
of the Cook County Superior court and order 
that court to govern itself accordingly.

‘sioners are former Judge Lewis Rinaker.

Blame Not Traced Yet, 

The case came up in. the Superior court 
upon an application filed by State's Attorney 
Wayman for quo warranto proceedings di- 
rected against Lewis Rinaker and other for- 
est preserve commissioners, whom he charged 
with illegally holding their offices and exer- 
cising their duties under the act of 1909 pro- 
viding for the creation of a forest preserve 
district. 

The action was a test of the law and it is 
generally considered as fortunate that the 
error in the election has been detected this 
early and before the commission has gone to 
any considerable expense in the discharge of 
its duties. * 

It seems that While the election by which 
the law was adopted was submitted to all 
the voters of Cook county, the question of the 
creation of the district was submitted only to 
the voters of Chicago and Cicero. There is 
no question as to the legality of the act—it 
is the creation of the district itself which has 
been nullified by thie decision. 

No one could be found last night who was 
willing to say just how this blunder came to 
be made or who was to blame for ft. Charles 
H. Wacker, one of the commissioners and 
one of the hardest workers in behalf of the 
movement, was astounded when informed of 
the Supreme court's ruling. 


Mr. Wacker Astounded. 

“Tt is a shame,” he said, that such a 
blunder should have been made. I go not 
know who did it or how it was done, but it 
seems to me to have been a blunder of an 
inexcusable kind. This decision practically 
wipes us out of existence, but we have gained 
this much—the knowledge that the law itself 
is constitutional; and that is something. 

“We really have done nothing at all save 
to organize our .board of commissioners, 
Until the Supreme court had ruled upon the 
matter we did not feel justified in placing 
our bonds upon the market, and now it seems 
to have been a wise move. 

„This means @ delay, but I have no doubt 
that the matter will again be placed before 
the people, and this time in proper form. It 
is too bad, however, that there should be 
any delay. There are so many pretty bits of 
forest in Cook county which can be acquired 
today at a reasonable price which are stead- 
ily increasing in value, and every day of 
delay such as this decision means will result 
in our being compelled to pay an increased 
price in order to acquire them. 

“T have no doubt that the people will vote 
to correct this blunder, but, in a nutshell, the 

taxpayers must pay in the end for the 
thoughtlessness of whoever it was who 


made it.” 


State Gains $2,000,000 a Year. 

An addition of some $2,000,000 annually 
to the revenue of the state was assured when 
the court decided that the legislators can em- 
power an officer of the law to examine in- 
dividuals’ property to see if schedules have 
been falsified. 

The section upheld requires every bank, 
trust company, vault company. and corpora- 
tion in Illinois to notify the attorney general 
and state treasurer before they transfer any 
property (including book transfers of all 
stocks and registered bonds of corporations) 
under their control, standing in the individual 
or joint name of, or owned by a decedent, 
resident or nonresident of the state. 

Tt is said by Walter K. Lincoln, state in- 
heritance tax attorney, who drew the stat- 
ute, that more than 6000, 000,000 is transferred | 
antually in Chicago under this section. The 
Supreme court decision makes it possible for 
the state to obtain first hand knowledge of 
the property of decéased persons before it 
can be transferred to the heirs or legal rep- 
resentatlves.

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C. A. KNIGHT DIES 
AFTER OPERATION | 


President of Oak Park ‘L’ Ex- 
pires as News of Legal Vic- 
tory Reaches the City. 


VICTIM OF APPENDICITIS. 


Clarence A. Knight, president of the Chi- 
cago and Oak Park elevated railroad, died 
this morning at 1:15 o'clock at St. Luke's 
hospital, where he was operated on Monday 
for appendicitis. 

Mr. Knight was first taken ill at his office 
Friday afternoon. He refused advice that he 
consult a physician and went home. 

Saturday his condition was worse, but he 
still refused to have a physician attend him. 
but Sunday night, however, he became so se- 
riously ill that Mrs, Knight called in Dr. 
Leeming, who, after an examination, declared 
Mr. Knight's condition was dangerous. Dr. 
Ferguson was called in for a conference and 
he decided that an immediate operation was 
necessary, 


Dies as Legal Victory Is Told. 

Mr. Knight was operated on by Dr. Alex- 
ander Ferguson. At first it was thought that 
he would recover, although peritonitis set in 
before the operation. 

However, he took a turn for the worse yes- 
terday and hope was given up in the after- 
noon. At the bedside when he died were Mrs. 
Knight, their son James; Attorney James J. 
Barbour, his law partner, and John Leeming, 
the family physician. 

Mrs. Sherman Aldrich, a daughter, is be- 
lieved to be in Boston, Mass. Efforts were 
made to reach her. 

Mr. Knight retained consciousness up to 9 
o’clock last night. A few hours before news 
reached Chicago of one of his biggest legal 
triumphs, the decision of the Illinois Supreme 
court in the case brought to force the eleva- 
tion of the Lake Street elevated lines is 
Oak Park. 


Sketch of His Career. 

Mr. Knight wes born at McHenry, II, on 
Oct. 28, 1853. After attending school there he 
entered the Cook County Normal school. In 
1872 he began studying law and was admitted 
to the bar at Ottawa, III., in September, 1874. 
He was appointed first assistant city attorney 
by Julius S. Grinnell in 1879. Two years later 
he was appointed city attorney by the elder 
Carter H. Harrison. In January, 1888, he 
was appointed assistant corporation counsel. 
He remained in that office until July, 1889, 
when he resigned te enter upon the private 
practice of law. 

Mr. Knight was general counsei for numer- 
our corporations. He had been engaged in 
much of the important litigation affecting 
corporation and real estate interests that 
has been before the federal and state courts 
in Chicago. One of the greatest legal con- 
tests in the history of the city was that 
brought about by suite to restrain by in- 
junction the building of the elevated roads, 
and particularly the Union Loop. Mr. Knight 
represented the railroad companies and was 
gustained by the Supreme court.

WOMEN HEADS IN GIRLS’ HOME. i 


DISCHARGED FOR CRUELTY. 


Miss Caroline Baldwin and Mre, Ade- 
laide Compton Suddenly Dropped 
from State Training School. 


Three months after they had been exon- 
erated by state officials of charges preferred 
by two inmates of the State Training Schoo! 
for Girls at Geneva, III., Miss Caroline Bald- 
win, principal, and Mrs. Adelaide Compton, 
general supervisor of the institution, have 
been dismissed from their positions by the 
state board of administration. 

Miss Baldwin and Mrs. Compton were al- 
leged to have been brutal in their treatment 
of girls under their care. 

About the middle of lest March an official 
investigation was made of the charges 
against the two women, who had been trusted 
and respected officers of the training school 
for several years. None of the charges 
against them was substantiated, and it was 
announced that the two women had been 
exonerated because of lack of sufficient evi- 
dence. 

The official action was taken by the state 
board of administration, which has jurisdjc- 
tion over the training school. The accusers 
of the two women were Minnie Hobart and 
Emma Peterson, both of Rock Island, who 
claimed that Miss Baldwin and Mrs. Comp- 
ton had flogged them cruelly and had sub- 
jected them to other forms of severe punish- 
ment.

LONDON, June 20.—Roya! and socia! Lon- 
don, with the notable visitors gathered from 
all corners of the globe to attend the coro- 
nation, tonight took part in two of the most 
brilliant sodial events of Great Britain's 
history. 

The first was the banquet in Beckinghem 
palace, at which King George and Queen 
Mary were the hosts of the visiting and Eng- 
lish royalties, all the special foreign delega- 
tions, the foreign ambassadors arid minis- 
ters, the officers of state and the household, 
the members of the cabinet and former cabi- 
net members, the heads of the church and 
judiciary, and of the army and navy. 

The second was a gorgeous Shakespearean 
ball under the auspices of noted society lead- 
ers, which was held in Albert hall. At this 
latter event the dancers numbered thow- 
sancs, while 400 boxes were occupied by the 
representatives of foreign nations and the 
most prominent British officials.

Imperial Grandeur at Banquet. 

The banqtet in Buckingham Palace was 
a scene of imperial grandeur, so far as 
the assembly of royal and eminent person- 
ages, the setting of costly magnificence and 
beautiful decorations could combine te 
make it 

The two largest apartments in the palace, 
the ball room and the picture gallery, were 
utilized as a banqueting hall. 

On the tables was displayed the royal gold 
plate, used only on historic occasions, the 
cost of which is estimated at $15,000,000 and 
the weight of which is eight tons. This plate 
for the most part was collected in the reigng 
of the four Georges, and the principal piece 
is @ massive peacock captured in one of 
the Indian wars, whose tail is studded with 
diamonds. Cut glass worth a fortune, ivory 
decanters hundreds of years old, and old 
wines dating back more than a centufy were 
on the board. 

The gallery holds more than 800 pictures. 
The decorations of both rooms are largely 
gilt and this background was embellished 
with banks of palms and giant lilies, while 
orchids, roses, and ferns were stacked on 
the tables. Yeomen of the guard ranged 
about the walls and all the diners wore their 
richest uniforms, decorations, gowns, and 
jewels. 


Scene at Shakspearean Ball. 

It is predleted that the Shakspearean ball 
will live through history with the famous 
mask ball of the earlier ages. It “ outpag- 
eanted all pageants” of the present age of 
pageantry. It revived the magnificence of 
Tudor England. 

There were no tawdry stage costumes, but 
real silk brocades, real gold and silver em- 
broideries, real furs, real lace—the finest of 
all periods setting off the beauty 6f some 
of the fairest women of English and Amer!i- 
can birth. Priceless heirlooms of jewelry 
glittered in the hair and upon the bosoms 
and upon the stomachers of the most beauti- 
ful women in the world. It was an enchant- 
ing picture upon a vast scale of magnificence. 

No modern evening dress appeared to mar 
the beauty of the scene. It wae obligatory 
upon every one of the 8,000 to 4,000 guests 
that they appear in Tudor or Shakspearean 
costume, covering almost all of the periods 
of the world’s history. 

Albert hall was transformed into a won- 
derful Italian garden. The roof represented 
a blue sky, which added a sunny finish 
which seemed to affect the spirit of the 
dancers. 


King and Queen Absent. 

Contrary to expectation, the king and queen 
dd not attend. Specia) boxes on the grand 
tier had been held for the notables, and here 
was present every member of the roya) fam- 
ily except the sovereigns. Many members 
of foreign royal families, however, were pres- 
ent. 

The dancing began at 10:30 and continued 
until midnight, when the floor was cleared 
for the processional entrance of the Eligs- 
bethan court. All members of this were the 
descendants or the wives of descendants of 
the historical characters represented. The 
court ranged itself picturesquely upon the 
special platform upon which Elizabeth was 


|} enthroned. Then began a series of quadrilles 


of mailed knights and ladies and a procession 
of dancers before the throne. 

The music for the quadrilles was especially 
arranged by Emerson Whithorne, an Amer- 
ican, and wae chosen from the music of the 
Elizabethep period, the Spiri of which was 
admirably preserved. Words here cannot 
describe the beautiful kaleidoscopic maze of 
the dancers of the gorgeous effect of the 
costumes in the procession.

HONOR GIVEN HAMMOND. 


Envoy of Taft Demonstrates Chance of 
All in America.

No sovereigns in modern times are more 
simple and domestic in their tastes and more 
averse to unnecessary pomp and ceremony 
than King George and Queen Mary. There 
are no monarchical nations more thoroughly 
democratic than the British and the Nor- 
wegians. 3 

The latter, when, after hesitating for some 
time between a throne and a blic as the 
best form of government, finally decided in 
favor of the former and elected Prince 
Charles of Denmark as their king, insisted 
that he should be solemnly crowned. 

In the same way the people of the vast 
British empire, comprising nearly 400,000,000 
of the human race, insist that King George 
and Queen Mary shall be crowned in West- 
minster abbey on Thursday, and if the royal 
couple are submitting to a terribly fatiguing 
and trying ceremony, lasting many hours, 
in an ovérheated basilica, it is not because 
they are fond of pageantry, but purely in 
deference to custom and to tradition and, 
above all, in deference to the wishes of their 
people. 


Insist on Ancient Rites. 
It is all well for Andrew Carnegie to scoff 
at the corenation ceremony as “ foolish- 
ness and as a shocking waste os money ”’ 
which might be more usefully employed, ac- 
cordipg to his opinion, in the foundation of 
libraries, but the British people in all parts 
of the globe demand that their ruler, who 
occupies his throne by their will, should be 
crowned in the same fashion and with the 
same ritual and ceremony that have been 
employed more than a thousand years for the 
investiture of all the rulers of England, since 
Edward the Confessor, with their sover- 
eignty. 

It is designed to impress the people with 
respect for the authority which-thes have 
chosen to govern them, end also to impress 
upon the. sovereign the obligations of his 
sovereignty. 

That this is not Inconsistent with real de- 
mocracy is best shown by the tendency ia 
America to increase, rather than diminish. 
the solemnity of the inauguration of the pres- 
ident of the republic.

Yet there are many in Londen who recall 
John Hays Hammond as engineer in the 
employ of that eccentric and somewhat ridic- 
ulous creature, Barney Barnato, who used 
to do “turns.” in Whitechape} music halle 
in London and low clags shows as a clown 
and acrobat, went out to South Africa to 
pursue his profession, won a fortune there 
in the diamond mines, and died as a multi- 
miNionaire. 

Moreover, John Hays Hammond was incrim- 
inated In the Transvaal raid, was condemned 
for his share in that matter to death by the 
Boer republic, the sentence being commuted 
to imprisonment and toa heavy fine.

The only 
reason why Hammond escaped sharing their

Six months ago Hammond was in St. Pe- 
tersburg trying to obiain mining and indus- 
trial concessions for the Guggenheims. To- 
day the Russian dignitaries who turned at 
St. Petersburg a deaf ear to his requests are 
compelled, in London, not only to yield to 
him the “ pas,” but te treat him with all 
the honors and profound deference which 
Muscovites are accustomed to accord to 
royal personages. 


Amazed at Russian Action. 

An extraordinary feature of the coronation 
week is the appoimtment, at the last minute, 
of Grank Duke Boris as the representative 
of the czar at the ceremony. It is an extraor- 
dinary selection, which cannot but give 
great offense at the court of St. James, where 
it is well known that this paricular scion of 
the house of Romanoff is looked upon, at 
home and abroad, in the light of the black 
sheep of the imperial family. 

Indeed. Boris’ conduct is such that heis 
virtually barred from the court of St. Peters- 
burg, and is compelled by the czar to reside 
abroad, making his home in Paris. 

Under the circumstances it would have 
been impossible to find a Russian grandduke 
more personally antipathetic to King George 
and Queen Mary, and to the English people, 
who are well aware of his record. It is cer- 
tain, however, that Emperor Nicholas has 
no intention of offending King George, Queen 
Mary, or his .aunt, Queen Alexandra, to 
whom he is devoted, in this matter. If Boris 
was chosen at the last moment it was be- 
cause, being at Paris, he was within eight 
hours of London, and that the emperor's 
only brother, Grand Duke Michael Alex- 
androvitch, was, on the eve of his departure, 
prevented from leaving Russia to fulfil) the

SEEKS FACTS ON DOWRIES 


Seeretary of State Urged to Find 
How Much a Titled Hus- 
band Costs. 


{BY A. STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington, D. C., June 20.—[Speciali.)— 
Aroused by the snubs reported to have been 
suffered by various American peeresses in 
being denied Invitations to the British corona- 
tion ceremonies. Congressman Sabath of Chi- 
cago introduced in the house today a resolu- 
tion demanding a searching investigation of 
the alleged discrimination. 

Inasmuch as the United. States hae been 
drained of millions of dollars in dowries as a 
result of the transformation of American 
girls into British peeresses, the Chicago con- 
greseman believes the discrimination is un- 
due and unreasonable "’ and a proper subject 
for protest by this government. 

Mr. Sabath, several years ago, introduced 
a bill proposing a tax on dowries in connec- 
tion with international marriages. 

Text of Latest Resolution. 

Today's resolution says: , 

Whereas, It has been publishied that only 
two dosen of our dear peeresses (in Eu- 
rope designated as dollar princesses *’) 
have been permitted to take part in the 
coronation ceremonies in London on the 

Ad of this month, and that a large number 

of them have been excluded; therefore, 

be it 

Resolved, That the secretary of state 
shall be and he hereby is requested to 
ascertain, through our ambassador in 

England, the names and the titles of those 

who have been thus excluded from taking 

part and being present at the ceremonies; 

and the reasons why they have been 80 
discriminated againet. 


Asks for Full Information. 

The resolution then directs the secretary of 
state to ascertain the names and identity 
of the American wives of foreign title bear- 
ers, the amounts expended by the American 
girls in securing and obtaining these titles. 
the amount of money they are now drawing 
from the United States for keeping the titles. 
the number of American ladies now abroad 
under negotiations for the seeming purpose 
of obtaining titles, how much Amerié¢an 
money is being expended for this purpose, 
and from what sources or industries this 
enormous sum of money is being drawn.“ 

The congressman further wants to know

Says Johnson Slid Out. 

“Then it was, when we were in our worst 
shape, that Johnson started to slip out. One 
way or another he managed to wriggle out, 
by selling stock and then buying up the 
paper forged. Finally he sold the stock to 
me, it being my hope to bring out on a firm 
financial basis the business, which was even 
then near the end, 

Don't take my word for it alone. I stil} 
have letters from Johnson to prove what I 
say.

Questioned by Senator Fletcher:

Q.—Ané that is the reason you directed Mr. 
Funk to release Mr Kohisaat? A.—The gen- 
eral description of the matter, senator, as we 
read it in the papers showed that it would be 
of considerable importance that Mr. Kohl- 
saat’s informant should tell the story him- 
self. Consequently if Mr. Funk held Mr. 
Kohlsaat to the confidence it was assuming 
a responsibility I did not feel was right for us 
to assume. 


Shocked by Hines’ Proposition. 

Q.—Did this proposition shock you, Mr. 
McCormick, when he said that Mr. Hines 
wanted your company to give $10,000?” A.— 
Senator, I felt rather indignant and so did 
Mr. Funk. 

Q.—Why did not you expose it at once? A. 
I do not know whether you call that being 
shocked or not. 

Q.—BSuppose Mr. Funk had reported to you 
that he hed given the $10,000. Would that 
have been all right?

Questioned by Senator Fletcher:

Senator Kenyon Takes a Hand. 

Senator Kenyon at this point took up the 
questioning: 

Q.—I want to get this clear, Mr. McCormick, 
in my mind. Did Mr. say to you that 
Hines said to him, tn to his question: 
“Why do you come to us?” “Well, you 
people are just as much interested as any of 
us in having the right kind of a man at 
Washington?” A.—That was the language 
Mr. Funk reported to me. 

Q.—What did you take it Mr. Hines meant 
dy that “right kind of a man at Washing 
ton?” A.—I took it that he meant the in- 
fluence of people that elected men was to be 
used in guiding their actions, which ts the 
most unworthy of thoughts possible. That 
was the matter that caused the indignation. 

,.Q—That if you people contributed you 
would have something to say about e man's 
actions at Washington? A.—Gurely. 

Harvester Interests in East. 

Q.—The International Harvester company 
has large interests in the east? A.—It has. 

Q.—Who are some of the heavy stockhold- 

ers in the east? Why, capitalists in 
ow York principally. 


— A-Mr. George F. 
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Baker, former president of the First National 
Bank; Mr. Norman Ream, Mr. Charles 
Steele, partner of J. P. Morgan & Co., and 
E. H. Gary, president of the steel corpora- 
tion, and Mr. George W. Perkins. 

Q.—Of Morgan and company? A.—A former 
partner of Morgan & Co, 

Q.—Do you know whether Mr. Hines saw 
any of these men before he talked with Mr. 
te about contributing? A.—I do not know 
ata 

Q.—Did you ever talk with Mr. Gary, or Mn 
Steele, or Mr. Morgan, about this proposition 
that had been made to your company? 4 
Never. 

Q.—Does your company have a legislative 
agent to look after the affairs of your com- 
pany that might be affected by pending legis- 
lation? A.—We haye no legislative agent, 
senator. We are simply concerned with them 
as the executive officers, but we have no 
legislative agent. 


Kern Asks About Lobbyists. 

Senator Kern here took the witness: 

Q. Did you ever know a person who was 
authorized to go before the legislature and 
congress to look after your interests? A.— 
No one. Mr. Bancroft, the general counsel, 
does that himself, and Mr. Funk as the gen- 
eral manager or myself as president. 

Q.—Does Mr. Funk pay any attention to | 
legislative matters that you know of? A.— 
He Goes. 1 

Q.—Did Mr. Funk ever tell you as the result 
of his legislative experience anything about 
any “jackpot” down at Springfield? A.— 
He did not. : 

Q.—Was there any comment by Mr. Funk 
or by other persons similarly authorized 
about the low grade of morals in the state 
legislature generally. A.»—Not verbally. 
Q.—I am not speaking specifically, but did 
e, in a general way, say to you that they 
were a bad lot to deal with? A.—I suppose 
Mr. Funk did, as any one would be regretful 
at the atmosphere that does exist in many 
quarters, but no specific reference that I 
trace in my talk with him. 

Q.—He never descended into particulars? 
A.—No. 


Jones Questions Mr. McCormick. 

Senator Jones took up the questioning at 
this point. 

Q.—Was Mr. Funk at Springfield during 
the session of the Illinois legislature in 19007 
A.—No. I cannot say that he was not in the 
city of Springfield at some time, but he was 
not there as interested in that election, and 
I do not believe he was there at all. 

Q.—Was there any agent of your company 
there looking after legislative matters? A.— 
There was not, unless he went direct from our 
office about some bill that he might have been 
personally interested in. 

Q.—Were there any bilis in the legislature 
that your company was personally interested 
in? A.—There were not, so far as I know. 

Q.—Was Mr. Bancroft there during the ses- 
sion of the legislature? A.—He was not. 
He will speak for himself when he comes be- 
fore you; but I do not think he was. 


Always Found Mr. Funk Truthful. 

Senator Kenyon questioned the witness: 

Q.—Is Mr. Funk a conservative kind of a 
man? A.—Very. 

Q.—Is he a man given to talking and boast- 
ing? A.—Just the reverse. A most conserva- 
tive and sllent kind of a man, I should say. 

Q.—You always found him a truthful man? 
A.—<AbDsolutely. 

Here Senator Jones interrupted with ea 
question. 

Q.—State briefly, Mr. McCormick, what 
these tax difficulties were that have been re- 
ferred to already in the testimony. What 
was the nature of the difficulty? A.—The na- 
ture of the difficulty was that the tax league 
of Illinois felt the tax returns of the Me- 
Cormick company and the International 
Harvester company were not large enough, 
and they they made application to have them 
enlarged through proper boards. There were 
several hearings and an investigation ex- 
tending over several months, the result of 
which was that they were very largely in- 
creased. 

Q.—What is this league? That is, who is 
at the head of this league? A.—My impres- 
sion is that—well, I know the counsel for the 
league was a lawyer named Edgar—Mr. 
Maxwell Edgar, I think. He was the counsel. 


Marble Brings in Erbstein’s Name: 

Attorney Marble again took the witness. 

Q.—You also met another counsel, by the 
name of Mr. Erbstein? A.—I never met him. 

Q.—He was there in that matter? A.—I un- 
derstood he was. 

Q.—Your company is a considerable produo- 
er of lumber, is it not? A—We do have for- 
ests and produce lumber for our own con- 
sumption. Yes.

Q.—Did you take any part in the contro-

STEPHENSON INQUIRY ape ae 

Madison, Wis., June 2.—[Special.]—The 
Blaine resolution, declaring Isaac Stephen- 
son bought his seat in the United States 
senate and asking that body to investigate 
his election, was adopted today by the lower 
house of the Wisconsin legislature. It went 
through the senate last week. As soon as it 
it engrossed and signed by the officers of 
the two houses it will be filed in the office 


of the secretary of state, who will transmit , 


it to the federal senate at Washingon. It 
probably will be forwarded to Washington 
the first of next week. 

Advocates of the resolution expected some 
of Stephenson’s friends in the assembly 
would put up a strong fight against concur- 
rence in it, but there was little opposition. 
When the resolution was taken up Assem- 
blyman O. F. Roessler, a Democratic editor 
of Jefferson, moved it be nonconcurred in. 
Without discussion the motion was put and 
failed to carry by a vote of 16 to 40. The 
only Republicans who voted for killing the 
resolution were Assemblymen William Read- 
er of Antigo and Roy C. Reed of Ripon. 


Sentiment in the legislature is strongly in | 


favor of Having the federal senate make 
a thorough investigation, as it is the general 
opinion that the special legislative committee 
two years ago did not uncover all the bribery 
and corruption attending the election. 

It is believed the United States senate will 
order an investigation, as the formal request 
of the Wisconsin legislature cannot well be 
ignored.

Old Friends Become Enemies. 

From fast friends, Grace and Mrs. Dahl- 
berg became bitter enemies in 1906. During 
the first half of that year they had many 
quarrels. 

In September there came the trouble that 
was at the bottom of the suit decided yes- 
terday. Grace asserted that he and his son 
were leaving their office at 1408 Wabash 
avenue one day, when Mrs. Dahlberg at- 
tacked him. He swore that she threw red 
pepper at him and struck him with her um- 
brella. " 

Mrs. Dahlberg swore she) was „ not in that 
vicinity when the deed was committed. She 
was indicted and sentenced for assault with 
a dangerous weapon. The Supreme court 
reversed the decision, holding that red pep- 
per was not a dangerous weapon.”

This point 
is seventy-five miles from the New York 
water front and the steamer will dock in 
this city about 8 o'clock this morning. The 
new ner is several hours ahead of the 
scheduled time for arrival here, 

The Olympic is so big that at the time it 
was launched there was no dock in New 
York long enough to recelvé the ship and 
it was necessary to obtain cial permis- 
sion from the war department to lengthen 
the piers of the White Star line to 1,000 feet. 


Is Feet in Length. 

The boat's length over all ie 882% feet, or 
181 feet greater than the height of the tallest 
building in New York, the Metropolitan 
tower. 

The vessel's gross tonnage Is registered 
at 45,000 tons, as against the 32,300 tons of 
the Lusitania and the Mauretania, which 
have until recently held the record for size. 

The fTitanic, a sister ship to the Olympic, 
is now being built, but the race for leader- 
ship is so keen that two other ships are al- 
ready planned to eclipse them—the Adul- 
tania, which the Cunard une is building, and 
which will be three feet longer and 5,000 tons 
greater, and the Hamburg-Americen liner 
Imperator, whose length ia bé 890 feet 
and tonnage 52,000

Change in Pocket Timepieces. 


ELECTRICITY TO WORK DIAL.

Zach Win Be Kept Aceurate by Waves 
trom Controlling Clock. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 20.—[Spectal.]—Gold 
and silver watches soon will be melted for the 
precious metal whieh they contain, according 


to a prophecy made today at the jewelers’ 


“convention by Charles Higgenbotham of 
South Bend, Ind. 

A great system of central clocks, absolutely 
correct and cennected by wireless electric 
waves with individual timepieces carried in 
men’s vest pockets will supersede the pres- 
ent régime of individual watches, in the 
opinion of Higgenbotham, who is superin- 
tendent of a South Bend watch company. 


Electric Waves Tell Time. 

“In a few years the man who wants to 
know the time will take a dial from his 
pocket, something like the watch which he 
carries now,” said Mr. Higgenbotham,,“* but 
instead of looking at the dial and figuring out 
how slow or fast the watch is running he will 
simply press a button on the watch and the 
waves of electricity from a controlling clock, 
perhaps many miles away, will spin the 
needies around to the proper position and 
show him the correct time. 


Mechanism to Be Simple. 
Such a timepiece will be simpie, as prob- 
ably only a few wheels will be needed for 
the ‘works,’ thus making the price low and 
the probability of its needing repairs or 
other attention slight. It will work with the 
simplicity of a telegraph key.“

QUITS FIGHT IN DESPAIR. 


State’s Attornéy Blames Helm 
Committee for Sidestep- 
ping Evidence. 


Springfield, In, June 20.—‘‘ What's the 
use?” was the expression written on the face 
of State’s Attorney Edmund Burke today 
when he nolled all the bribery cases arising 
from the alleged transactions during’ the 
forty-sixth general assembly stil pending in 
this county. He explained his position in an 
address to the court in which he said: 

It seems impossible to secure convictions 
of this character with any juries which we 
are able to secure. The people declaim boud- 
ly against bribery and corruption and then 
vote ‘not guilty in the jury room. In mat- 
ter of evidence the cases now disposed of 
are not to be compared to those already tried. 


Blames the Helm Committee. 

“When Senators Stanton C. Pemberton 
and John Broderick, following their trials, 
on returning to the senate, were received 
with open arms and placed on dozens of 
committees, they were either innocent or 
guilty, but when the Helm committee of the 
state senate, appointed and organized to in- 
vestigate the conduct of members of the 
senate, made its investigation it sidestepped 
the very purposes of its existence and falled 
to find either way, totally ignoring the vol- 
ume of testimony it had in ita hands proving 
conclusively, in my mind, their guilt.’’

CITY'S WASTE 70 BE UTILIZED 


4 
Manufacturers Will Devise Means 
of Saving Refuse. 


MAY FILL IN LAKE PARK. 


Millions of Tons Yearly Available for 
Such a Project. 


Chicago's great manufacturing plants and 
increasing building industries are creating 
millions of tons of waste every year. The 
problem of what is to be done with material 


and other interests for filling in purposes, 
but for which the demand practically has 
ceased, will be made a matter of study by a 
special committee of the Illinois Manufac- 
turers’ association. 

The urgency of discovering some practical 
way of disposing of this great amount of re- 
fuse material was discussed at a meeting 
of the industrial committee of the associa- 
tion yesterday. 


Manufacturers Ask Remedy. 

The fact that the disposal of waste has be- 
come highly expensive and that present dis- 
posal stations are not located conveniently 
was brought out by representatives of prac- 
tically all the shipping interests located along 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul rall- 
road within the city limits. 

The plan of Charles H. Wacker, head of 
the Chicago plan commission, to build a lake 
front park and outer boulevard to connect 
Grant and Jackson parks, and another plan 
to build a ‘‘ mountain” somewhere on the 
edge of the city which would serve to break 
Chicago’s monotonous topography were ad- 
vanced as practical ways of N the n 
disposal problem. 


Would Make Much Land. 

“This latest evidence that the city is pro- 
ducing millions of tons of waste material is 
an argument for the project to build a lake 
front system of parks, playgrounds, and a 
boulevard between Grant and Jackson 
parks,“ declared Mr. Wacker. “ The lake 
could be filled in at a rate of from twenty- 
seven to thirty-three acres a year, if not con- 
siderably more. The parks are five miles 
apart, and I figure a connecting system 
would require the creation of about 300 acres 
of made land.” 

As a means of dieposing of the waste, a u- 
tem of pneumatic tubes extending through- 
out the manufacturing district was proposed 
at the manufacturers’ meeting. The commit- 
tee which was appointed to Investigate the 
suggestions is composed of H. C. Lange, 
chairman of the industria) committee; E. F. 
Breran, Samuel Haverstick, C. G. Golden, 
Erekine Wilder, and Richard T. Fox of the 
citizens’ street cleaning bureau.

MAYOR OBBYS PEDDLERS’ CRY 


Yields to Delegation of 200 For, 
eigners; Suspends City Law. 


M’WEENY FALLS IN LINE. 


Police Chief Dodges Question as to Pro- 
priety of Order. 


> 


After striking peddlers had filled the Btreets 
with rioting, created unlawful disturbances, 
in which one man was murdered, and finally 
marched, 200 strong, to the city hall, Mayor 
Harrison decided yesterday that they were 
worthy objects of mercy. 

Therefore he issued an order, by word of 
mouth, to Chief of Police John McWeeny, 
telling that official to have his men desist 
from arresting the peddlers for violating the 
anti-noise ordinance. 

With this action Mayor Harrison created 
@ precedent that even Corporation Counsel 
Sexton could not credit when he first heard 
of it. 

I would not Ine to say offhand whether 
the mayor has the power to suspend the en- 
forcement of an ordinance conferring police 
powers,” said the corporation counsel. “ Un- 
til I have seen the mayor and talked with him 
about it I will not give any opinion.” 

Representatives of the 156,000 nigh? work- 
ers in Chicago will retain counsel today in 
an effort to obtain a writ of mandamus com- 
pelling the police to enforce the provisions of 
the ordinance. 


Delegation Headed by Aldermen. 

The delegation that called on the mayor 
reached the city hall at 9 o’clock, headed by 
Ald. Egan and Powers. The aldermen urged 
that the enforcement of the ordinance be 
dropped until the council had acted upon a 
proposed amendment permitting “hawking ” 
between 8a. m. and 4p m., which twice has 
been rejected by the judiciary.committee. 

“YT will instruct the chief of police to 
allow the peddlers to call thelr wares be- 
tween 9 a. m. and 4p. m.,” said the mayor, 
and the order was transmitted to the chief a 
short time later. ; 

„ have received the mayor's order and [ 
shall carry it out,” said the chief. 

„Has he the right to suspend an ordinance 
of this sort?” he was asked. 

“I’m no lawyer,” was the reply. 


Peddlers’ “Wrecker” Killed. 

George Matropolis, living at West Polk 
street and Blue Isiand avenue, was the peddler 
killed at 11 a.m. A “ wrecking crew * such 
es had been cruising through the city over- 
turning wagons of fruit and assaulting their 
owners in the strike found George 
Burpulas and his brother, Spario, driving a 
wagon at Perry street and Berteau avenue. 

They threatened the elder Burpulas with 
violence if he did not agree to stop selling 
vegetables, and when he refused the crew 
surrounded his wagon. He drewa revolver 
and fired twice. One shot struck Matropolis 
in the heart. The dead man’s companions 
were lifting his body into their wagon when 
the police arrived and arrested the two 
Burpulas brothers and three of the wreck- 
ers, George Dorris, Anglio Cariclis, and 
Moses Magursky. The inquest over Matrop- 
ols’ body will be held this morning. 

Other outbreaks occurred at the Randolph 
street market, and seven strlkers were 
arrested there. Twenty arrests were made 
by the police of the West Thirteenth street 
station, who answered six riot calls.

WILL MINIMIZE DANGER. 


Stringent Rules Adopted for Aero 
Tests in Chicago. 


The chief causes of disaster and tragedy ro- 
corded in the history of sky navigation up to 
the present time will be eliminated in the 
series of aeronautical events to be given on 
the lake front, Aug. 12 to 20, according to 
Harold F. McCormick, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of the Intermational Aviation 
Meet association, which is arranging for the 
tests. 

“ Recklessness and ignorance are recog- 
nized as the principal cadses of a vast major- 


ity of accidents and disasters in aviation,” 
said Mr. McCormick yesterday. “ There will 
be a full measure of sensational and interest- 
ing contests to the laymen, the scientist, the 
expert, the professional and amateur aviator, 
and plentx of sensational and fancy exhibi- 
tions at the coming meet. 


Aviators Must Be Competent. 

However. we are proceeding along lines 
which will eliminate recklessness and ignor- 
ance and provide proper and sane restrictions. 
No aviators who are not fully competent will 
be listed or accepted as entrants in any of 
the events. A board of control composed of 
expert and experienced men in aviation 
science and law will have absolute super- 
vision of the bird men and their apparatus. 

“I should like to make clear the fact that 
in preparing for this meet foolhardiness is 


an element to which we are thoroughly op- 
posed.’’

WILL URGE HASTE 
IN ELECTRIFYING 
Ald. Britten Plans to Push Or- 


dinance to Abate Smoke 
Nuisance in City. 


SEES COMMITTEE TODAY. 


Foe of Coal Fumes Says Law 
Should Be Passed Without 
Further Delay. 


Action upon the city law department's find- 
ing that the municipality can stop the loco- 
motive smoke nuisance will be urged upon 
the council committee on local transportation 
this afternoon. 

Ald. Fred A. Britten, author of the manda- 
tory ordinance which brought forth the opin- 
fon, will appear before the committee and 
ask that it proceed along the lines laid down 
hy Corporation Counsel Sexton. He will re- 
quest the drafting of an ordinance providing 
that all locomotives driven in the city be pro- 
pelled by smokeless power. 


Street Railway Matters Up. 

The meeting was called primarily to cor- 
sider two street car matters, the extension 
of the City Railway company’s lines in Lake 
avenue, and the absorption by that company 
of the lines of the Chicago and Southern Trac- 
tion company where they lie within the city 
limits. 

“I can see no further reason for delay in 
this matter,” declared Ald. Britten, tor it 
has been before the council for years, and 
my ordinance has been under consideration 
for months. Action was postponed upon it 
until the law department's opinion was given, 
and now we have this ruling that such an 
ordinance would be valid and suggesting a 
mode of procedure. 


Hopes for Quick Action. 

“TI shall ask that this method—requesting 
the law department te fill out the framework 
Prescribing that no smoke or noxious gas 
shall be produced and leaving to the railroads 
the question of how this shall be accom- 
plished—be followed out. I belleve that the 
majority of the council and of the committee 
is in favor of eliminating this phase of the 
smoke nuisance as soon as possible, and 
there is no reason why the final ordinance 
should not be drafted at once.“ 

Mayor Harrison accompanied members of 
the transportation committee on an inspec- 
tion trip of the Chicago and Southern Trac- 
tion company's lines yesterday afternoon, 
and their findings will be presented to the 
committee.

ment that all the water power sites already 
have been grabbed by the water power com- 
panies. 7 sf 

Just how the speaker expects to benefit 
from this open avowal of his intimacy with 
the secret affairs of these corporations is not 
plain. It is, at all events, a remarkable 
confession. When, four years ago and two 
years ago, measures were beforg the legis- 
lature to enable the public to become the 
beneficiary of the water power created at 
public expense, the opponents of these meas- 
ures, while privately admitting they were 
working in the interests of the Marseilles 
companies, in public claimed exalted mo- 
tives. If these men are thinner skinned 
than the speaker, they will resent his ex- 


posure of their methods, and he will be ab- 


horred by the honest and repudiated by his 
own kind. 

The speaker further boasts of his power to 
postpone legislation so as to prevent action 
for the relief of the state for another year. 
Is that because he feels sure that by that 
time the companies will have established 


his legal advisers are at fault. No inde- 
feasible rights can be acquired to the water 
extracted from Lake Michigan excepting by 
affirmative action of the legislature or of 
congress, , 

Failure to enact proper legislation at this 

time will injure the state, but cannot benefit 
the water power companies. 
From the movement of a handful, con- 
servation in Illinois has grown in four years 
to a force stronger than big business, or 
machine politics, or the combination of the 
two. It is bound to overwhelm all its op- 
ponents. It will be better for all parties 
to allow fair legislation to go through at this 
time than to cause a maelstrom of political 
disorder, followed by drastic condemnation 
and rate regulating laws, which inevitably 
will result from the opposite course. 


WHEN WE CROWNED A KING. 

It is seasonable to recall the circum- 
stances of our own first, and we believe 
only, coronation. Nothing in the ceremony 
dignified it in the eyes of the celebrants, and 
nothing in the subsequent events warranted 
a repetition of the ceremony. The victim 
of the one we mention was the only Amer- 
ican crowned king. 

When Capt. Newport returned to Vir- 
ginia on Sept. 29, 1608, with the “ second 
supply tor the suffering colonists, he car- 
ried a list of instructions for the govern- 
ment of the settlement at Jamestown. One 
order was to crown old man Powhatan. 
Some deep thinker and clever strategist in 
London had come to the happy idea that if 
the old personage, who had a great deal of 
devilment in him, could be set up as a king 
he might be loyal to his over lord; that ne 
might be so tickled with the king business 
that he would give over barrying the colo- 
nists. 

Oapt. Newport and a delegation of promi- 
nent citizens rounded up the puzzled chief at 
Werowocomoco, his regal habitation, and 
began a ceremony which filled the wrinkled 
eld child of nature with amazement. He 
was handed a ewer and basin in which he 
might wash his regal hands and feet, was 
presented with a bed and a bed cover, and a 
scariet cloak was draped on his royal person. 

This much of the affair King Powhatan 
could comprehend, although he probably 
handed over the basin and ewer to the ladies 
of his family for cooking utensils. But when 
the sacred moment of the coronation came 
the king was as perplexed as a rabbit and as 
stubborn as a mule. He would not flop 
down on his marrow bones to receive the 
crown. Dzplanations got nowhere, and to 
bring the matter to a close three Hnglish- 
men jumped on Powhatan and pulled him 
down, as if he had been a tough tree. 

The king resisted, but they made him 
stoop a little, and when they had him thus 
Newport clapped the crown on him. Pow- 
hatan did not nourish any grudge because 
he had been manhandied. To show how 
good a sport he was when it came to corona- 

tions he took off his old shoes and a raccoon- 
ekin cloak and gave them to Newport. The 
coronation party did not know whether the 
king were guilty or innocent of intent to 
make a joke of a sacred ceremony, and they 
could not tell by looking at his face, but 
they could not escape the feeling that the 
event had not been successful. 

It impressed King Powhatan very little, 
Subsequently Dale was busy up and down 
the James and York rivers keeping the old 
scalawag within bounds and teaching him, 
by strong arm methods, that it was un- 
profitable to fight the English. 


FAST GAS METERS. 

Sixty per cent of the gus meters in Chi- 
cago run faster than the law allows. The 
company gets about $300,000 a year for gas 
it has not delivered.

In determining a long or a short term rate, 
it should take into account the eccentricity 
of meters, It has profited the company 
greatly in the past, and will do so to some 
extent in the future. Because of it con- 
sumers are entitled to a little lower rate 
than they would be otherwise, “They are 
not thinking of that so much as of the fact 
that they have been paying 85 cents a thou- 
sand since the end of February. That suits 
the company, but it irritates them. 


_ A REBUKE DESERVED. 

Whether State’s Attorney Burke of San- 
gamon county has acted wisely in nolle 
prossing the indictments against Browne 
and Wilson at this time perhaps ought not 
to be questioned, Mr. Burke has given 
every evidence of a desire to do his full duty 
under the most difficult and discouraging cir- 
cumstances, 

But even if his official action were a mis- 
take, his ‘public statement cannot but com- 
mand the sympathy of all good citizens who 
during the last year have watched with dis- 
gust and dismay the miscarriage of justice 
both im the courts and at some of the polls. 
Mr. Burke does well to emphasize the re- 
sponsibility of the public at large, to say 
nothing of a certain part of the press, for 
these dangerous and discreditable events. 
He does well to point out that the most able 
and well meaning of prosecutors are help- 
less to tect the public welfare if there 


is not an active public conscience and a de- 


termined public opinion to insist upon and 
support the vigorous enforcement of law. 

That juries are slovenly in their reasoning 
and lax or confused in their moral code, and 
in many cases were venal, is as grave a 
charge as can be made against any com- 
munity. Laws and institutions are impotent 
in such a state of society, for all the ma- 
chinery of enforcement becomes honey- 
combed with moral decay. 

The corruption disclosed in the Lorimer 
election was but a part of a condition which 
has affected all the processes of our govern- 
ment and found its further expression in the 
mistrials of the courts and in the legislature 
that shameful acceptance of Broderick and 
Pemberton in the senate of Illinois. ‘The 
whole exposes a situation which must bring 
to every decent American in or out of LIli- 
nois a sense of profound shame and grave 
concern. 

Happily: there are striking counter evi- 
dences of a revived patriotism, a renewed 
public conscience. The protest against Lori- 
merism ‘and all that it involves has swept 
over the country and will register results for 
many years to come. In Illinois the day of 
reckoning is approaching. It can only be 
deferred by a division among the forces of 
political decency and good government, 
And such division in such an issue is not 
likely to develop. 


SENSATION SEEKERS IN COURT. 

It is bad enough that a courtroom should 
be filled with sensation seekers, whose ap- 
petite for the salacious is greater than their 
self-respect or their sense of decency. But 
it is much worse when among this gaping 
crowd are to be found young girls and boys, 
The presiding judge in the See trial would 
be within his power and his Cuty if he were 
to clear his courtroom of all such. This is 
due to the dignity of his office and of the ad- 


ministration of justice. And it is due to 


these misguided young persons and to the 


society of which they are to be a part. The 


rule that trials should be public does not con- 
template this sort of publicity.

He is lineally descended in the male line 
from Roderick the Great, the last king of 
united Wales, who died in the ninth century 
and whose three sons divided Wales between 
them. Lord Dynevor is descended from the 
son who inherited the principality of South 
Wales. 


| ORD Dynevor (pronounced Dinni- 


The family has been in the possession of | 


the Dynevor castle estate from time im- 
memorial. The ancient castle itself, which 
dominates the valley of Towy, in Carmarthen- 
shire, is in ruins, and the modern mansion, 
which was built a little over a hundred years 


ago, hae little pretensions to beauty, though 


its setting, a noble park, with its majestic 
trees many hundreds of years old, is mag- 
nificent. 

Lord Dynevor, like most other English- 
men of rank, has put in some years as pri- 
vate secretary to cabinet ministers, notably 
to Lord George Hamilton when minister for 
India and to Lord Selborne when first lord 
of the admiralty. 

He married a daughter of Lord Jersey, 
owner of Childs bank in London, and ip a 
great traveler, having been several) times 
round the world. / 

The late Lord Dynevor had a number of 
adventures while traveling and was just 
leaving San Francisco when the earthquake 
took place there six years ago, escaping with 
no other loss than that of a silk hat, which, 
along with its leather hat box, perished in 
the catastrophe. 


~~ 

The Lord Gifford whose death has taken 
place so suddenly at Old park, his country 
seat in Sussex, near Chichester, must not 
be confounded with the young Lord Gifford 
who was over here last fall, and who is the 
oldest son and heir of the Marquis of Tweed- 
dale. 

The Lord Gifford who has just been gath- 
ered to his fathers was a man of over 00, 
who won the Victoria Cross during the 
Ashanti war of 1874, not for one, but for sev. 
eral feats of heroism, being the first man te 
enter the Ashanti capital of Cumassie. 

He was again on the staff of Lord Wolse- 
ley in the South African war of 1879, and, 
although he did not actually receive the sur- 
render of the Zulu King Cetywayo, yet it 
was his close pursuit of the man for fifteen 
days and nights at the head of a party of 
scouts that caused the dusky monarch to 
give himself up to Maj. Marter. 

Afterward Lord Gifford was colonial sec- 
retary for West Australia and for Gibral- 
tar, retiring to take up his life in Sussex, 
where he was prominent in the hunting field, 

Of Lord Giffurd’s three brothers, Edward, 
who was in the navy, was lost in the Euryd- 
ice, off the Isle of Wight, in March, 1878, 
while Maurice, who lost an arm in the Mata- 
dele war, was burned to death in ea particu- 
larly shocking fashion last year, paralysis 
preventing him from moving band or foot to 
extinguish the flames. 

He left a son, Charles, now 12 years old. 
who becomes the heir to the title, His uncle, 
the new Lord Gifford, is the only survivor 
of the late lord’s brothers. He is a mem 
ber of the bar, is married to the widow of 
‘Thomas Booth, and he has no children. 


The peerage was created by George IV. in 


favor of Sir Robert Gifford as a reward for 
his energy in prosecuting, as attorney gen- 
eral, the unfortunate Queen Caroline on the 
occasion of her trial for marital misconduct 
by the house of lords. He was the son of an 
Exeter linen draper, whose wife was the 
daughter of a butcher of the same city, 


~~ 

Lord Bbury, in a letter printed in the Lon- 
don newspapers, has declined to contribute 
a penny piece to any of the popular celebra- 
tlons of the corenation on the ground of 
the “political profligaoy of the govern- 
ment, the public torpor,” and the peril to 
the civil and religious liberties of the coun- 
try,” all of which are of a nature to pre- 
vent him from identifying himself “ with 
rejoicings of any kind.” 

He is one of the wealthiest members of 
the peerage and hasan American daughter- 
in-law. His eldest son and heir, the Hon. 
Robert Victor Grosvenor, married Miss Fior- 
ence Padelford, daughter of Edward Padel- 
ford of Washington and Baltimore. More 
over, Lord Ebury's younger brother, the 
late Thomas Grosvenor, while secretary of 
the English legation at Peking, married there 
Miss Sophia Williams, only daughter of Dr. 
8. Wells Williams, who was for so many 
years United States minister to China. 

After the death of Thomas Grosvenor his 
widow was married to a member of the Eng- 
lish bar, Albert Gray, one of the counsel of 
the house of lords and chancellor of the 
diocese of Ely. 

The first Lord Ebury was a brother of the 
late Duke of Westminster, and as Lord Rob- 
ert Grosvenor was for many years a mem 
ber of the household of the prince consort. 
He was lIikewise an active member of par- 
liament and responsible for the attempted 
enactment of the so-called Sunday closing 
law. 

This bill was the occasion of riotous meet- 
ings in Hyde Park in 1856 on three Sundays, 
June 24 and July 1 and 8, and public opposition 
was so pronounced that the bill was with- 
drawn. :

Moor park, now the residence of Lord 
Fury, was bequeathed to his father by the 
first Marquis of Westminster. It is one of 
the most beautiful places in Hertfordshire 
and one of the best examples of Italian 
architecture in England. Originally it be- 
longed to the abbey of St. Albans. After 
the battle of Bosworth Henry VII. granted 
it to John de Vere, Dari of Oxford, who, 
conscience stricken at being in the possession 
of church lands, restored it on his deathbed 
to the monks. 

At the time when Henry VIII. finally con- 
fiscated the property of the religious orders 
Moor park was assigned, along with Tavi- 
stock abbey, to the house of Russell. But 
before that it had been occupied for a. time 
by Cardinal Wolsey, who entertained King 
Henry VIII. and Queen Catherine of Aragon 
there for several weeks. 

Charles II. purchased it from the Russelis 
for his favorite son, the Duke of Monmouth, 
and when the latter lost his head on the 
scaffold, after a vain attempt to wrest the 
throne of England from his uncle, James II., 
his widow, Duchess Anne, ancestress of the 
present Duke of Buccleuch, caused the top 
of every oak in the great park to be lopped 
off in sign of mourning. 

Many of these oaks, still in existence, were 
already noted for their age when Archbishop 
Neville of York was wont to welcome at 
Moor park his brother, the great Karl War- 
wick, surnamed “ the king maker and por- 
trayed by ‘Bulwer Lytton in The Last of 


the Barons.” Henry VI. and Edward Iv. 
also frequently stayed there and roamed 
under its d ola trees. 


On the death of the widowed Duchess of 
Monmouth and of Buccleuch Moor park wag 
sold to Benjamin Styles, who had acquired 
an enormous fortune through the South sea 
bubble and who caused the house to be almost 
entirely rebuilt according to the designs of 
the famous Italian architect, Giacomo Leone, 


assisted by Sir William Thornhill. . 


Lord Anson, its subsequent possessor, had 
the gardens laid out by the famous land- 
ecape gardener, “Capability” Brown. 
Through the Ansons Moor park came into 
the possession of the house of Grosvenor, of 


which the Duke of Westminster is the chief.

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PROCTOR KNOTT’S DULUTH 
SPEECH. 

Jackson, Mich, June 10 —[Dater of The 
Tribune. II was reading clerk of the house 
of representatives in Washington in January, 
1860, and as I was in the clerk’s desk at tle 
time J. Proctor Knott of Kentucky delivered 


hig famous Duluth speech end heard every 


J. 


word of it I am able te make some correc- 


tions in the dispatch from Lebanon, Ky. 
printed in this morning’s Trisunz in con- 
nection with the anmouncement of Mr. 
Knott’s death. 


Mr. Knott occupied a seat on the right hand 
side of the hall, looking from the clerk's desk, 
and near the maln alsle. He had prepared to 
illustrate the speech by having a rough map 
made on a sheet of white cardboard, some 
three feet square, with a dark round spot in 
the center labeled “ Duluth,” and three or 
four concentric rings in different colors 
around it, showing that “the zenith city of 
the unsalted seas was exactly in the center 
ot over 2,000,000 square miles, rich In every 
element of material wealth and commercial 
prosperity, all tributary to Duluth.” 

As soon as Mr. Knott rose to speak the map 
was placed in position where all could see 
it. This attracted the attention of members 
to the speaker, and at once they began to 
gather around him He spoke extempo- 
raneously and the speech was reported by the 
official stenographers of the house. Prob- 
ably it had been carefully prepared and com- 
mitted to memory. With a cane he pointed 
out the location of Duluth. His voice was 
clear but not strong and there was no dif- 
ficulty in hearing every word at the clerk's 
desk. He bad around him, as the speech 
progressed, an increasing number of delighted 
listeners. It was one of the few speeches 
made in congress that have the merit of en- 
durance. The words laughter,“ great laugh- 
ter, ‘“‘ renewed laughter,” “ roars of laugh- 
ter, to., which appear in parenthesis marks 
actually occurred, and were not interpolated 
after the speech was delivered. 

Mr. Knott was a quiet and unassuming 
member of the house, with a scholarly ap- 
pearance and manner, and during the de- 
livery of the speech he scarcely smiled. His 
seriousness made the humor seem more nota- 
ble. It was said of him in those days that 
“he is the saddest when he smiles.” The 
bill for the renewal of the land grant to the 
Bayfield and St. Croix railroad company, 
then before the house and against which the 
speech was made, failed to pasa. 

Mr. Kmott was a member for the first time 
of the Fortleth congress, near the close of 
which the famous speech was delivered, and 
he was re#lected a member ofthe Forty-first 
congress. Later he was a member of the 
Forty-fifth, Forty-sixth, and Forty-seventh 
congresses, and in 1883-1887 was governor of 
Kentucky. According to the Congreselonal 
Directory he was born near Lebanon, Ky., 
on Aug. 29, 1880, so that instead of being 82 
years of age at the time of his death he lacked 
nearly two months of having been 81.

DIVORCE. 

Chicago, June 18.—[ Editor of The Tribune.) 
—The statement of the Rev. M. P. Boynton 
appearing in today’s TRIBUNE that Divorce 
courts are too loose and the surety of divorce

may be obtained. Ae 4 rule lawyers and 
judges are not in sympathy with proposed 
divorces, and I dare say the former adyise 
more clients in their éomestic troubles to 
“make up than they do to apply for a 
divorce. As far back as 1858 our Supreme 
court told the trial judges and lawyere that 
the contract of marriage should be dissolved 
only for grave and weighty causes, and par- 
ties should not be encourdged to seek diver-es 
unless the causes exist which have been pre- 
scribed by the statute; that the whole com- 
munity ie interested in maintaining the bind~ 


public policy forbids that ft should be dis- 
solved even with the consentiof the defendant © 
unless the actual facts shown to exist really — 
justify it under the law. This ruling was. 
again announced last year by the same court 
in Trenchard ve. Trenchard, : or 
Married people who are miserable and un- 
happy, or after separation desire to protect 
their property rights, readily commit per- 
jury, if necessary, to establish a cause for 
divorce, in order to obtain their freedom, and 
this without encouragement or knowledge of © 
their counsel. Our courts Should not be 
blamed for the increase in divorces. he 
remedy lies with our lawmakers, who should 
prescribe severe punishment and penalties 
for habitual drunkenness, wife beating, and 
desertion; then the seriousness and responsi- 
bility of the marriage relation would become .

Indications Point to Successful Water 
Carnival at Peoria.

Chicago, which for the last two years has 
been the hub of the American power boat 
world through the activities of the Western 
Power Boat association and the location of 
the organization headquarters in this city, 
is about to be honored further by those gov- 
erning the sport.

Power Boat Game Popular.

Taft became hostess of the public at large. 

Realizing the interest felt in last night's 
celebration, Mrs. Taft today gave orders to 
have the Mumination of the White House 
gardens repeated and as en additional en- 
tertainment the Marine band gave a gaia 

of music. 

At 8 o'clock, the hour set for the opening of 
the gates of the White House grounds, the 
crowd was so dense that the streets in all 
directions were blocked and the services of 
fifty policemen were requird to keep the 
guests in line. 

Big and little, black and white, young and 
old, formed the company upon whom Mrs. 
Taft, Mrs. Anderson, Miss Helen, and ‘“‘ Aunt 
Delia Torrey: smiled as they filed out upon 
the south portico and enjoyed the brilMant 
spectacle. Simultaneously with the opening 
of the gates, the electric arch with its legend 
** 1886-1911 ” burst into light to the great de- 
Right of the company. 


Souvenir Hunters Busy, 

As an aftermath of the celebration last 
night the attachés of the president's house 
are busily putting tassels on the Craperies 
in the east room, replacing small vases which 
were used for holding the flowers which came 
to Mrs. Taft in wagon loads, and doing 
whatever they may to repair the damages 
made by the ever-present souvenir seekers. 

A trifle taken from the White House on the 
night of the silver wedding anniversary of 
the president and Mrs. Taft, however, did not 
in all cases suffice for the trophy seekers. 
The floral gifts which Mrs. Taft prized suffi- 
ciently to have placed about the state apart- 
ments were in some cases marred by those 
who nipped a blossom to put by as a re- 
membrance. Orchids were removed, leaving 
a stubby looking remainder. In several cases 
when the crowds jostled against vases upset- 
ting them and tossing out the flowers the 
bouquets were odily removed.
